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Up Fares, 


The civic administration’s extraordi- 
mary notion that transit systems may be 
successfully operated on the principle of 
increasing fares and reducing service has 
broken out again in the decision to take 
five street cars out of city runs. 

This astounding bit of parsimony will 
gave approximately $10,000 in operating 
costs. 

But it will also cut 45 trips daily off the 
service to the South Side and the northeast 
section of the city. 

This curtailment of service will 
effect Sunday. 

Coming at a time when the schoois and 
the University are about to re-open and 
when the vehicles are already jammed to 
capacity in rush hours, this passion for 
economy at the cost of good service will 
strike Edmonton patrons as about the 
choicest piece of stupidity emanating from 
the civic block in months. 

Of course, the administration will try 
to compensate for this deletion by speed- 
ing up the running time on South Side 
buses and Blue and Blue and White cars to 
& SIX minute snedule

loaded, the prospect of maintaining a 
faster schedule during rush hours cannot 
possibly be very bright. There is bound to 
= 4 thousands who will not get a ride at 
all. 

But the mechanics of the situation and 
the devices to speed up running time are 
not important beside the appallingly 
ridiculous principle upon which the change 
is made, 

That prineiple is that wherever there 
is a deficit, service should be lopped off. 

In other words, to reduce this principle 


to its logical conclusion, transit service 
should only be given wherever it shows 


a profit. 

To keep the accounts on the black ink 
side of the ledger is everything. Service tc 
Edmonton people is nothing at all. 

The resurgence of this amazing idea, 
which apparently has been lying fallow in 
the mind of the administration for months, 
is so contrary to all reasonable and intel- 
ligent definitions of good government that 
the sooner that general civic survey 
(which also has been lying fallow for more 
than a year), is revived, the sooner will 
this city receive sound and effective ad- 
ministration,
